SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The CD-ROM slick entitled Teenage Street Sluts tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The juxtaposition of a depiction of a 
semi-naked female in a sexualised position and the title encourages the viewer to 
think of teenagers in a sexual manner, and of teenagers engaged in adult sexual 
activity. Consideration was made of si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act). However, this publication is deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classifications Act 1993, which overrides the NZBR 
Act. Accordingly, Teenage Street Sluts is classified as:
